Startinq  Monday,  June  30,  the  San  Francisco  Municinal 
Railway's  new  fare  structure  aoes  Into  effect  for  some  600,000 
passenqers  who  daily  ride  Muni's  02  bus,  streetcar  and  cable  car 
I i  nes . 

A  boost  to  20<£  cash  or  f  i  ve-for-a-do  I  1  ar  tokens,  authorized 
by  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  (PUC)  and  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  is  the  first  fare  channe  for  the  city's 
public  transit  system  since  1952  and  ties  in  with  the  initial  phase  of 
the  Muni's  five-year,  5  I -mi  I  I ion-dol I ar  modernization  proqram  in 
which  the  acquisition  of  600  new  buses,   160  new  trolley  cars,  60 
articulated-type  transit  cars  and  50  minibuses  is  planned. 

Several  weeks  ago  the  Department  of  Transportation  awarded 
the  Municipal  Railway  a  grant  of  $1,036,835  to  help  renew  its 
vehicular  fleet.    These  funds  will  be  applied  to  the  first  order 
of  200  modern,  new  coaches  which  will  qo  into  service  in  San  Francisco 
during  the  next  two  months. 

In  addition  to  the  LOCAL  20€  cash  or  token  fare,  EXPRESS 
lines  will  be  25 €  and  cable  car  fares  will  be  raised  to  25<t  cash, 
or  token,  the  Shoppers'  Shuttle  to  t  Oct  and  Candlestick  Park 
special  coaches  will  charge  50<£  cash.

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Muni  tokens  will  be  sold,  five  for  $1.00,  in  over  200 
San  Francisco  businesses,  shops,  banks,  drugstores,  savings  and 
loans,  etc.,   in  addition  to  all  Municipal  Railway  divisions. 
Participating  outlets  will  display  a  special   nMuni  Tokens  Sold  Here" 
sign  in  their  windows  and  on  display  counters.

A  special   feature  of  the  Muni's  new  fare  structure  will 
be  a  greatly  reduced  five-cent  Senior  Citizen  fare  valid  on  weekdays 
10:00  a.m.  to  3:00  p.m.,  7:00  p.m.  to  midnight  and  at  all  hours  on 
Saturday,  Sunday  and  legal  holidays. 

The  Senior  Citizen  fare  plan  was  heartily  endorsed  by 
Mayor  Joseph  L.  Alioto  who  reguested  his  Director,  Office  of  the 
Aging,  Bernard  Schussel  and  Muni  Manager  John  M.  Woods,  to  develop 
a  plan  to  also  assist  those  citizens  over  65  who  do  not  have  the 
Medicare  cards  which  will  be  used  for  identification  aboard  Muni 
veh  i  c les . 

It  has  been  estimated  that  there  are  approximately  67,000 
people  in  San  Francisco  over  65  with  Medicare  cards  and  eight  to 
10,000  without.
